In Winter 


Winter may seem a long: way 


off, but the days and weeks slip 
by so rapidly that it really isn't' 
a bit too soon to begin preparing 
your 
home 
for cold, 
stormy 


weather. 


Inspection should be made even 


though the house seems to be in 
good condition, because there may 
be hidden structural defects which 
otherwise might not be discover- 
ed before an emergency arises. 
Any repairs to the exterior should 
be started promptly so that the 
work can be completed In rrild 
temperatures.

winds and freezing rain, sleet and 
snow. 


Normally, a new roof isn't ex- 


pensive. 
For example, 
aspha^ 


shingles usually can be laid over 
the present roof, saving the ex- 
pense and inconvenience of re- 
moving the old roofing material. 
Re-roofing 
can 
become costly, 


however, through continued neg- 
lect. 
Water, 
seeping 
into the 


house, may damage 
paper and 


paint on interior walls and ceil- 
ings. There is danger also that 
continued soaking of 
the 
roof 


boards over a long 
period 


cause rotting of the roof deck an 
framing. 
That is why the best 


time to replace an old roof is 
before the first leak occurs. 


Be sure to clean leaves, twigs 


and other debris from roof gut- 
ters and downspouts. Otherwise, 
drainage may be blocked and 
water from melting snow 
may 


back up under roof shingles and 
seep through the roof deck.

Cleaning of both the chimney 


and furnace will assure maximum 
warmth and efficiency from the 
heating plant.

Just about one-third ot the av- 


erage person's lifetime is spent 
asleep—or trying to sleep. Sleep 
recharges the batteries of life. A 
good night's sleep should leave a 
person refreshed and ready for a 
day of active work or recreation. 


On the other hand, too little 


sleep at night leads to a feeling of 
fatigue and lack of energy which 
interferes with the best results 
from either work or play. 


Insufficient or restless sleep is 


common particularly among those 
who live in cities or are engaged 
in intellectual or desk work. Ac- 
tually, many of those who com- 
plain of Insomnia sleep better than 
they realize and they often make 
the situation worse by unnecessary 
worrying about not sleeping. 


Apparently worry is the princi- 


pal cause of insomnia. This worry 
can result from thinking about 
one's business or profession just 
before going to sleep, concern over 
family or financial troubles or any- 
thing else which keeps the mind 
active when it should be relaxed 
and free of thought. 


This gives the clue as to what 


can be done about it. Some people 
are able to get into a proper frame 
of mind for falling asleep by en- 
gaging in some physical work just 
before bedtime. Others find read- 
ing quietly to themselves or aloud 
produces the desirable state of 
pre-bedtime relaxation. 


Violent exercise before bedtime 


or eating heavily usually inter- 
feres. \vith sleep. A short stroll 
might be all right and a drink of 


warm milk or some other fluid is 
often equally helpful. In other 
words, each person who suffers 
from insomnia should experiment 
with what pre-bedtime occupation 
is best suited to his own needs. 


SLEEP NEED VARIES 


How much sleep does a person 


need? At about the age of 15 
years It is considered to be from 
nine to 11 hours. At 20 years, 
eight to nine hours is considered 
best. 


In adult life there Is consider- 


able variation. Some people need 
as many as nine hours a night and 
others not more than six. As long 
as 
someone 
sleeps 
reasonably 


soundly and feels refreshed in the 
morning, it can be assumed that 
enough sleep is being obtained. 


Finally, I should like to mention 


an experiment 
conducted by a 


group of former nervous and men- 
tal patients called Recovery, Inc. 


This organization has trained its 


members to regard insomnia as a 
myth, and I have been told that 
the group of over three hundred 
patients has succeeded in reducing 
sleeplessness to a thing of the 
past Put in simple terms, a per- 
son's attitude toward 
sleepless- 


ness has a great deal to do with 
whether it is a minor or a major 
problem.

Unsafe Discard Is a Bad Play 


By OSWALD JACOBV 


"Please tell me the correct 


play In the following situation," 
requests a Chicago reader. "Both 
sides needed 120 points for the 
initial meld. Everybody began by 
throwing sixes and 
fives 
and 


fours with a few assorted high 
cards that 'fortunately got by. 


"Eventually the. pack contained 


natural canastas of sixes and 
fives together with some other 
valuable oddments. At this stage 
my right hand opponent melded 
the following cards from his hand: 
Joker-K-K-K-Q-Q-2. Then he dis- 
carded a four, which happened 
to be quite safe. 


"I drew from the 
stock and 


then held: A-A K-K-K Q J-J 7-7 
2-2. Assuming that everybody in 
the game was a good player, what 
was my correct play? 


"I actually melded A-A-2 K-K- 


K J-J-2 and discarded a seven. If 
this is not the best play, would 
you say that it is reasonable, poor, 
or horrible?" 


The correct play is to discard a 


deuce, freezing the 
deck. 
To 


meld and make an unsafe discard 
is somewhat worse than horrible. 


By the time the discard pile 


contains two natural canastas and 
other valuable cards, nothing mat- 
ters except getting the pile or, at 
least, making sure that the op- 
ponents don't get it. It's better 
not to meld at all and to let the 
opponents go out than to m«ld 


and lose a pack ot that size. 


Let's suppose that the 
next 


player has a seven and a wild 
card or a pair of sevens. If he 
picks up the pack with either of 
these holdings, he will get two 
natural canastas and an excel- 
lent start towards two or three 
more canastas. His side will prob- 
ably score at least two or three 
thousand points and will surely 
win the game. That's the worst 
that can happen if you meld and 
discard a seven. 
What's more, 


it's very likely to happen. 


Now let's see what can happen 


if you freeze the pack. You can 
probably discard safely by throw- 
ing' kings and then whatever is 
safe by that time. 
Your partner 


can surely discard safely to a 
four-card hand. 
At worst, the 


enemy will meld out and catch 
you with your entire hand and 
maybe a red three or two. 


They will" score six or seven 


hundred points and will catch you 
with perhaps three or four hun- 
dred. Your net loss will be only 
about one thousand points. More- 
over, the game will probably still 


unfinished, and you will have 


another chance to win it on the 
next hand.

Gunlock said the bottleneck in 
planning for defense is financing 
by the federal government. A civil 
defense law was passed through 
congress but no appropriation bill 
was attached. 


The appropriation finally passed 


but the funds approved have been 
insufficient to aid cities in their 
defense plans, Gunlock stated. 


• 
Asked for Plans 


Chicago, Seattle, "Wash., and 


Washington, D. C., were asked to 
set up plans for defense. Gunlock 
as head of the traffic services sec- 
tion set up a plan to evacuate a 
large portion of te population 
following the attack. 


Defense headquarters in -Wash- 


ington informed the Chicago group 
that the city could not be evacu- 
ated since the people had to stay 
there to carry on the war effort 
should an attack come. 


Develop Second Plan 


The second plan developed by 


Gunlock's group laid out the city 
in 32 areas, These are served by 


main roads which would be con- 
trolled and used as express high- 
ways to move help into the city 
should an attack come. Each of 
these highways is approximately 
three miles apart. 


Another 
system 
of 
primary 


streets would be controlled to feed 
traffic onto the express highways 
at one-mile intervals. It would 
take 1,000 police on traffic duties, 
6,000 to seize and control the .sec- 
ondary roads leading into the high- 
ways and 3,000 for patrol duty if 
the plan is to be carried out in full, 
the speaker said.

. "Good on Paper" ' 


The problem given to Chicago 


was three theoretical bursts-in the 
city. These "bursts" didn't match 
plans to blockade vital streets and 
another solution had to be worked 
out. The Chicago plan for'defense 
"looks good on paper," Gunlock 
said. 


A fight is going on in congress 


between legislators who want to- 
appropriate sums to set up ade- 
quate civilian defense and others 
who believe that if military ex- 
penses are not sufficient to stop 
in attacker before planes are over 
cities it then would do no good to 
spend money on defense. 


Sees "Middle Ground" 


Gunlock said that he believes 


there is a "middle ground" in the 
arguments and that the defenses 
can be' made with less funds than 
asked if most of the work is done 
on the community level. 


During the bomb attack trial he 


'stimated that 260,000 Chicagoans 
'died" but believes this is not too 
heavy a loss due to the>dense pop- 
ilation. "It will take more than 
hree bombs to put Chicago out of 
action." he concluded.
